and Portsmouth remained at Alfred af- 
ter they had been discharged, to learn 
the result of the trial. 


During the forenoon, while the coun- 


sel argued and the judge charged the 
jury, Parks sat with his head resting in 
his hand and his eyes fixed intently up- 
on the speakers. 


He maintained tha air of unconcern 


which he has worn all the time and evi- 
dently does not realize his position.

After being out three and one half 


hcrars the jury returned a verdict of 
miiider in the first degree. 


Parks manifested no emotion. 
Judge Emery riled a bill of excep- 


tions, which were allowed, and Parks 
was remanded to jail. 


When court came in this morcing, 


Judge Emery, the prisoner's counsel, 
began his argument. Be compliment- 
ed Ccunty Attorney Mathews for bis 
conduct of the case. He said that the 
defence was required to prove by a pre- 
ponderance of evidence that the pris- 
oner was insane. He argued that this 
had been done and that it had been 
shown that the prisoner was the victim 
of the disease of inebriety. 
He re- 


ferred to his condition on the day of 
tho murder and stated that he had 
drank a quart and a half of liquor that 
day. 


He called attention to his conduct 


after the murder. 
He had not attempt- 


ed to escape and had travelled the main 
street when he fled from, the IIOUSP, in- 
stead of taking to the woods, -which 
were near by. His whole conduct sub 
sequent to the murder had indicated 
thut he did not realize tLo terrible 
crime that he had committed. Judge 
Einery closed with an eloquent appeal 
for mercy, his argument lasting one 
hour. 


Attorney General Hainos followed for 


the sfate. His dntyt though unpltas- 
ant, was simple, and he did not con- 
sider that a long argument was re- 
quired. 
Drunkenness was no excuse 


for crime, be said. The insanity of the 
prisoner had not been proven. It was 
not the purpose of the state to require 
blood for blood, but the community 
must 
be 
protected 
and 
criminals 


punished for example. 
Speaking of 


Parks' future, upon which Judge Em- 
cry had eloquently dwelt, he asked: 
"For God's sake, what is his future?" 


Tho evidence had been to prove that 


Parks was an inebriate, not a dipso- 
maniac. What had really been shown 
was that ho was a common drunkard. 
He called the jurors' attention to the 
fact that the sentence was the same, 
whether tho prisoner was found guilty 
of murder ia tho first or in the second 
degree. The attorney general also paid 
a high ccmpliiiiont to County Attorney 
Mathewa, and stated that all tho credit 
for preparing tbe casa belonged to him. 


At ten urinutes of eleven Judge Wia- 


well began his charge to tbe jury. The 
charge was lucid and explicit. 
The

The Atchison company has just closed 
a contract to use it on the dust inden 
alkali plains, wheie passengers are al- 
most stifled in the dry weather. 


It is claimed on behalf of the oil that 


it saves wear and tear on the running 
parts of the rolling stock; protects the 
draperies in cars and the contents of 
freicht cars from destruction by dust; 
prevents vegetation from growing on the 
roadbed and saves track labor. It in- 
creases, of course, the comfort of pas- 
sengers by eliminating the dust, and it 
is said that when it is used washouts 
are rarer, as it causes the ground to 
shed the water.

About 2,000 gallons are needed for a 
mile of single track and the whole treat 
ment costs from $50 to $80 a mile. Af- 
ter oue year, it is said, tbe read can be 
kppt oiled at au annual cost of about 
$20 per mile of single track. Bailroad 
men regard the cost as infinitesimal 
compared with its advantages, and per-

The New York Central railroad is 


about to experiment with oil. It will' 
begin with a ten-milo section of track 
near Poughbcepsie, which is especially 
dusty.

oil will be daubed over this section, and 
if the results are satisfactory the com- 
pany will oil its eoJiro line. 


This is the process which the Boston 


and Maine railroad is adopting. 
Some 


fifteen miles of ^its roadbed have been 
treated in this manner, and very success 
fully. 
The oil will undoubtedly bo ap- 


plied to the entire Boston and Maine 
system.

SAYS 10 PER CENT. IS ENOUGH

Ills testimony related almost wholly 


to the sugar industry and he opened 
with a vjgorous attack on the eustonas 
tariff, whk-b lie declared was the 
"mother of ail trusts," becoming such 
l>y providing "ao inordinate protection 
to manufactured articles." This at- 
tack was n:ade in a written statement 
which the witness read Ju a ringing 
voice. 


He asserted that a tariff of 10 per 


cent, was as high as any tariff should 
be. He contended that sugar is dis- 
criminated against, in the tariff in the 
Interest of the Louisiana cane growers, 
the beet sugar makers aud the sugar 
growers 
of Hawaiian Inlands. To 


these interests he asserted the United 
States contributed $24,000,000, which 
was taken out of the pockets of the 
people. The 
protection 
on 
sugar 


amounted to only one-eight of a cent 
a pound, or about a% per cent, ad va- 
lorem. "It ought to be twice as much," 
be said. "What the sugar refining 
business has paid or is paying repre- 
sents nothing more than an adequate 
return on the capital invested."' 


Congress should have put an internal 


revenue tax 011 the American produc- 
tion of sugar. The representations 
made in Congress concerning the trust, 
he declared, were untrue, and if it was 
0- fact that the people suffered from 
trusts they must blnine the protective 
tariff system, of which the trusts were 
merely the machinery. 


"Capital and labor." he 
stated, 


"would all adjust themselves if let 
»lone. The only way to prevent com- 
petition is to keep prices at a minimum 
—not necessarily in the interest of the 
consumer, but as a matter of business. 
He referred to the trust laws of some 
»f the States as putting a premium on 
Dishonesty, specifying the Missouri 
law. There were always two classes 
of people in a community—the indus- 
trious and those who wanted to live 
aft* them. 


Replying to quest ions by Prof. Jenks, 


Mr. Haveineyer said the American 
C/ompauy was capitalized for much 
less than it was worth. "But for the 
Dlamor against trusts," he said, "it 
sould be sold for three times its capi- 
talization." Vet he thought the refin- 
eries could be duplicated Cor $35,000.- 
iOO or $40,000.000. 


The lute drop m the price of sugar 


bad been caused by the starting of 
aew refineries which had threatened to 
take 50 per cent, of the business. "It 
was a part of our policy to put prices 
lowri and let the opposition take the 
result, whatever it may be. Every 
sale made by the opposition displaces 
so much of the American Company's 
product," he said. "We must protect 
»ur own business." 


Mr. Hvaemeyer said that what the 


jompany did it did not do for motives 
»f philanthropy—that it had its owu 
lharcholders to protect. 


"How many stockholders have you?" 


isked Prof. Jenks. 


"About 11,000," he replied, and artd- 


jd: "Enough to take Cuba—aud they 
fiould take it if they could." 


The latter remark was made in a, 
Ight vein. It was his opinion that the 
Cuban sugar should be brought iu free 
if duty, and that this of course would 
bring refined sugar down to o cents 
I pound.

Tne Philippines will also contribute 
a giant fruit-eating bat. 
All Ameri- 


can bats, of course, subsist entirely up- 
on insects, and are provided with sharp 
£teeth with which to nip them. Tne 
fruit-eating bnt of these islands is 
larger than a rat, has a long head and 
blunt teeth. It makes nightly inroads 
upon the banana plantations and other 
fruit preserves. During the day it 
pleeps hanging head downward from a 
tree. 


In Bataan, of the Philippine group, 


Is found a chevretain, or a "mouse 
fleer," a liny little pigmy as cunning us 
a fox, aud ^ Inch when snared ft igns 
death until freed, when it leaps up like 
lightning Hash and takes to the forest, 
leaving the inexperienced trapper in 
great surprise. The Philippines also 
contain civets, wildcats, porcupines, 
lizards, sual:es and alligators.

A'l of these families toll of the tem- 


pestuous voyage of their ancestors 
from this imi-u-iiors laud, of which all 
retain the IUMI«-. It was the home of 
the race in ihe beginning. It was at 
that home rhat the.; learned to become 
sailors and ocean adventurers. The 
only family of the Polynesian race 
which does not iKiyu in a legend of a 
dangerous trip across the waters is the 
Samoan. They believe that the earth 
was made at their archipelago, that 
they art? themselves the tirst race of 
human beings. Ethnologists are agreed 
on one point; they acknowledge that 
even if Samoa is not the nest of the 
Polynesian race, still its largest island, 
Savaii,. is carried in all these traditions 
as at least ihe place of the final dis- 
persion of. these colonies. 


This gives us the shortest and the 


uio«t direct line in the evolution of 
naval construction. By it we can judge 
how primitive man first essayed to 
build ships, a primitive man who was 
not afraid of the water. Compared with 
the brown race of the South Sea, the 
Tjrian navigators of remote antiquity 
and the \ ikinsi rovers of more reccKt 
ages are nothing but longshoremen.

The Polynesian vessel is a type 


which lias been reserved with almost 
absolute uniformity in all the wander- 
ing families of that race. It is the type 
of what the floating log became when 
human ingenuity was exerted to fit 
it for emergencies which arose early in 
savagery. 
As Samoa is acknowledged to be the 


dispersal centio of the Polynesian race, 
the Samoan type of vessel may not im- 
properly be assumed as containing all 
the elements of naval architecture as

The Review of Reviews translates 


from a Spanish book some informa- 
tion in regard to the extent of edu- 
cation among the Filipinos that will 
be startling to most American readers. 
The author is Senor Juan Caro y Mora, 
who for some years was editor of a 
Hpanish newspaper in Manila. His 
book was written before the war be- 
tween the United States and Spain, 
but while the Filipino insurrection un- 
der Eizal was in progress. It was in- 
tended for the enllghtment of the 
Spanish people, the evident purpose 
being to show that the native Filipinos 
wore worthy of a more generous sys- 
tem of government than the arbitrary 
rule by which Spain had goaded them 
to revolt. Senor Caro y Mora says: 


"The indigenous Filipino possesses 


fundamental, rudimentary instruction 
(what we agree m calling primary in- 
struction) in, perhaps, as much or 
greater 
perfection 
than any other 


people in the world. He shows him- 
self desirous of learning, and in the 
immense majority of the natives can 
read, write and figure. He knows the 
rudiments of religion and morality, 
and shows a happy disposition to ac- 
quire that general tint of superficial 
culture which is nil that the great 
mass of laboring people can aspire to 
anywhere in the world. Ou this point 
statistics furnish us eloquent nud ir- 
refutable data. The number who cau- 
not write is very small, including the 
women, and the number is much less 
of those who have not learned to read, 
while those who lack nt least the most 
fundamental nud necessary religious 
and moral insructlons are very rare 
Indeed. The correctness of this ob- 
servation may be proved if the first 
native one meets, even in the most re- 
mote sections, should be questioned,

All the saloons, or casinos a.s they 


are called, have gambling rooms that

France, this a great gambling country. 
Every afternoon a cock fight is held 
to which all go, both young and old; 
even the children of seven or eight bet- 
ting. A priest there gambles and is 
said to win more than any one else at 
uionte. Ou nearly every corner are 
little stands with oranges, bananas 
and peanuts for sale at ridiculously 
low prices. TMO ceutavos or a cent 
is the price of three oranges and the 
little bananas, as they are called, sell 
six for a cent. 
The hotel from the outside looks like 


a shanty, and as far as building goes 
it is one. Entering, you find yourself 
in a large square room; in the centre is 
a table with a pot of floweis, and fac- 
ing the table, a row on each side, are 
rocking chairs; against the wall are 
straight-backed chairs. The only oth- 
er furnishings are b large minor and 
two other tables, one bare, the other 
with plants. The room opens into the 
dining room, -whore a loug table cover- 
ed with brown oilcloth and the chairs 
are the only articles of furniture. The 
bedrooms are small, with two single 
beds m each, devoid of springs, or mat- 
tresses; simply with sheets and one 
blanket drawn over the canvas; but a 
canopy or mosquito bar. made of rnus- 
lin and tied back with ribbons, is sup- 
plied.

Avashsand and dresser combined, on 
which is au agateware \\ash basin 
filled Avith water, in Avhich both oc- 
cupants are supposed to wash. The 
only redeeming feature is that every- 
thing is clean, 
The people sire dark in color; even 


tlio Potto Ricans of the better class 
look as though they had a tinge of 
neuro blood and a little Indian. The 
latter is seen in the very lowest 
classes, in the hi^li chock bone, sunk- 
en eyt-s and very straight, black hair. 
The Spaniards seem purer blooded, 
more intelligent, in fact superior in 
every respect to the Porto Uican. 
These people are not only lazy, but ig- 
norant and dirty; they never bathe 
and always appear to have on the 
same clothes. As a genera' rule both 
men and women go without shoes or 
stockings, and the children often wear 
no clothes. Their chief food is plan- 
tains, a species of bananas, which they 
boil: oranges, br»ad and bananas.
